D.C.’s ‘Nationals’ Pastime 


WASHINGTON I The 73-year-old former 
Washington Senators public address 
announcer was not about to let a protester 
ruin another big baseball day in the nation’s 
capital. Charlie Brotman wrestled the intrud- 
er out of the way, clearing the stage for the 
Montreal Expos to be rechristened the 
Washington Nationals. 

With approval by baseball owners and a 
ballpark funding package still pending, the 
franchise in flux forged ahead Monday with 
a splashy ceremony before hundreds of fans 
in the grand hall at Union Station, unveil- 
ing a new name, logo, cap and plenty of new 
merchandise for sale on the spot. 

The team also announced its home opener 


at RFK Stadium, the club’s temporary home 
until a new ballpark is built, has been moved 
up to April 14, so as not to compete for atten- 
tion with a Jackie Robinson event at Dodger 
Stadium the following day. 

The team also unveiled pennants, T-shirts 
and a www.nationals.com Web site, but uni- 
forms and a mascot are still being designed. 

The protester, Adam Eidinger, a mem- 
ber of the D.C. Statehood Green Party, man- 
aged to take to the stage and say, “This is a 
bad deal, people,” before Brotman engaged 
him in a tussle that nearly knocked over the 
lectern. Others joined the fray, and Eidinger 
was eventually led away by security to cheers 
from the crowd.

U.N. watchdog says it will 
investigate elaim this week 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I Iran said Monday it has 
frozen all uranium enrichment programs, 
weakening a U.S. effort to refer Tehran’s sus- 
pect nuclear activities to the U.N. Security 
Council. President Bush said he hoped the 
statement is true but “there must be veri- 
fication.” 

Iran’s claim was welcomed by Europe and 
cautiously endorsed by the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, the U.N. atomic 
watchdog agency. But even if verified by the 
IAEA, such a freeze falls short of European 
and U.S. hopes of an Iranian commitment 
to scrap enrichment ambitions. 

Iran has said suspension will be only tem- 
porary and insists that it 
has the ultimate right to 
enrich uranium. It dis- 
misses U.S. assertions 
that it wants to use the 
technology to make weap- 
ons, saying it is interested 
only in generating nuclear 
power. 

Tehran’s announcement of a start to sus- 
pension came only after it had already con- 
verted a few tons of raw uranium into the 
gas used as feedstock for enrichment. While 
not prohibited from doing so until Monday 
— when the freeze took effect — conversion 
continued until shortly before the deadline, 
raising doubts about Iran’s interest in dis- 
pelling international concerns. 

IAEA chief Mohamed ElBaradei said 
he expected to have a definitive ruling by 
Thursday on whether Iran had honored its 
pledge to stop all activities covered by the 
freeze, george jahn (ap)

Lawsuit Filed Over Arrests 
During GOP Convention

Three others wounded 
by deer hunter in Wis. 
trespassing ineident 

BIRCHWOOD, WIS. I As several deer 
hunters made their way through 
the woods of northern Wisconsin, 
they were startled to come upon a 
stranger in their tree stand. But 
what happened next was even 
more astonishing. 

Asked to leave, the trespasser, 
wearing blaze -orange and carry- 
ing a semiautomatic assault rifle, 
opened fire on the hunters and 
didn’t stop until his 20 -round clip 
was empty, leaving five people 
dead and three wounded, author- 
ities said. 

The shooter was eventually 
captured. 

The killings baffled authorities 
and residents in a state where deer 
hunting is a rite of autumn.

Police identified the shooter as 
Chai Vang, 36, a hunter from St. 
Paul, Minnesota, who is a member 
of the Twin Cities’ Hmong commu- 
nity. While authorities do not know 
why he allegedly opened fire, there 
have been previous clashes between 
Southeast Asian and white hunters 
in the region. 

Locals have complained that 
the Hmong, refugees from Laos, 


do not understand the concept of 
private property and hunt wherever 
they see fit. 

It is unclear whether anyone 
returned fire. The members of the 
hunting party had only one gun 
among them. 

Someone in the group wrote the 
suspect’s hunting license number, 
which hunters wear on their cloth- 
ing, by tracing it on a dirty vehicle. 
Sheriff James Meier said. 

The shooter took off into the 
woods and eventually came upon 
two other hunters unaware of the 
shootings. Vang told them he was 
lost, and they offered him a ride 
to a warden’s truck, Meier said. 
He was then arrested; authorities 
plan to bring charges against him 
later this week. 

Vang was carrying an SKS 7.62- 
mm caliber rifle, a cheap but power- 
ful semiautomatic weapon, authori- 
ties said.

HOUSTON |A private j et that was 
en route to Houston to pick up 
former President Bush clipped a 
light pole and crashed Monday 
as it approached Hobby Airport 
in thick fog, killing all three peo- 
ple aboard. 

The Gulfstream G -1159 A jet, 
coming into Houston, went down 
about 6:15 a.m. in an undeveloped 
area near the airport, officials said. 
The former president had been 
scheduled to travel to Ecuador. 

“I was deeply saddened to learn 
of the plane crash this morning,” 
Bush said through spokesman Tom 
Frechette. “I’d flown with this group 
before and know them well. I join 
in sending heartfelt condolences 
to each and every member of their 
families.” juan a. lozano (ap) 


Peterson Judge Delays Penalty Phase 


REDWOOD CITY, CALIF. I The judge 
in the Scott Peterson trial Monday 
rejected a defense request to move 
the case to another community and 
pick a whole new jury to decide 
whether Peterson should get the 
death penalty for killing his preg- 
nant wife. 

Judge Alfred A. Delucci also 
delayed the start of the penal- 
ty phase, which had been set for 
Monday, until Nov. 30 to allow time 
to exchange evidence. 


Peterson was found guilty Nov. 
12 of murdering his wife, Laci, and 
the fetus she was carrying. He could 
get the death penalty or life in pris- 
on without parole. 

Defense attorney Mark Geragos 
asked that a new jury be seated 
either here or somewhere else such 
as Los Angeles County, contend- 
ing that the jurors who convicted 
Peterson were tainted by the pub- 
lic reaction after they were released 
into the community, (ap)

N.J. City Deemed Most Dangerous 


Racial Bias 
Tops Hate 
Crime List 

FBI reports race-based 
prejudice behind more 
than half of offenses 

WASHINGTON | Racial prejudice, 
most often directed at black peo- 
ple, was behind more than half of 
the nation’s 7,400 reported hate 
crime incidents in 2003, the FBI 
said Monday. 

Reports ofhate crimes motivated 
by anti-black bias totaled 2,548 in 
2003, more than double the total 
hate crimes against all other racial 
groups. There were 3,150 black vic- 
tims in these reports, including four 
who were murdered, according to 
the annual FBI figures. 

The overall total of 7,489 hate 
crime incidents reported in 2003 
was slightly above the 7,462 report- 
ed in 2002, the lowest number since 
1994. Race bias was behind 3,844 
of the 2003 cases. 

The government report also 
found more than 1,200 hate 
crimes based on sexual orienta- 
tion, including 783 against male 
homosexuals. That included six 
murders, curtanderson (ap) 


TRENTON, N.J. I Camden has been 
named the nation’s most- danger- 
ous city, snatching the top spot from 
Detroit, according to a company’s 
annual ranking based on crime 
statistics. 

Atlanta, St. Louis and Gary, Ind., 
rounded out the top five in the most- 
dangerous city rankings, which was 
to be released Monday by Morgan 
Quitno Corp. The company pub- 


lishes “City Crime Rankings,” an 
annual reference book that will be 
published next month. Detroit fell 
to second in this year’s list. 

The news wasn’t all bleak for 
New Jersey. The state’s Brick 
Township was rated the second-saf- 
est city for the third- straight year, 
behind only Newton, Mass., while 
the Garden State’s Dover Township 
was ranked 10th. (ap)

BAGHDAD I Gunmen onMondaykilled 
a member of an influential Sunni cler- 
ics’ group that has called for aboycott 
of national elections. 

Sheik Faidh Mohamed Amin al- 
Faidhi, a member of the Association 
of Muslim Scholars, was gunned 
down at his home in northern 
Mosul. He was the brother of the 
association’s national spokesman. 

The slaying could further alien- 
ate Iraq’s Sunni Arab minority 
ahead of the election. The associ- 
ation is already calling for a boycott 
of the vote, and if many Sunni heed 
its call, the legitimacy of the election 


could be deeply undermined. 

On Sunday, Iraqi officials 
announced the balloting would be 
held Jan. 30 in spite of rising vio- 
lence. And interim Prime Minister 
Ayad Allawi, in an interview Monday, 
reiterated that he was determined 
to hold the election as scheduled, 
describing those calling for a boy- 
cott as “a small minority.” 

“The forces of darkness and ter- 
rorism will not benefit from this 
democratic experience and will 
fight it,” Allawi said. “But we are 
determined that this experiment

Allegations of fraud as 
Kremlin-backed P.M. 
set to claim presidency 

KIEV, UKRAINE I Tens of thousands of 
demonstrators packed into down- 
town Kiev on Monday to denounce 
alleged fraud in the presidential 
elections, while the capital’s city 
council and several other munici- 
pal governments rejected the offi- 
cial results and a major employer 
closed factories in protest. 

The Ukrainian Election Com- 
mission said the Kremlin-backed 
Prime Minister Viktor Yanukovych 
was ahead of reformist candidate 
Viktor Yushchenko, by 49.42 per- 
cent to 46.70 percent, with nearly all 
the votes counted. The news galva- 
nized widespread dismay and anger 
among the former Soviet republic’s 


48 million people. 

Russian President Vladimir 
Putin sent a statement to Yanu- 
kovych late Monday to congratu- 
late him, Russian news agencies 


reported, but a group of interna- 
tional observers described Sunday’s 
balloting as severely flawed. Sen. 
Richard Lugar, chairman of the US. 
Senate’s foreign relations commit- 


tee, voiced the strongest objection, 
saying in Kiev that there had been “a 
concerted and forceful program of 
election -day fraud and abuse.” 

As night fell in Kiev, demonstra- 
tors jammed the city’s main avenue 
for blocks, and fears were high that 
frustrations could boil over into 
unrest. Busloads of special forces 
have been brought into the city. 

“We will not leave this place until 
we win,” Yushchenko had told the 
crowd earlier Monday. “The people’s 
will cannot be broken. People’s votes 
cannot be stolen.” 

Yanukovych, in televised com- 
ments, called for national unity. “I 
categorically will not accept the 
actions of certain politicians who 
are now calling people to the bar- 
ricades. This small group of radi- 
cals has taken upon itself the goal of 
splitting Ukraine.” natasha lisova (ap) 


Bush: U.S. to Keep 
Funding Anti-Drug 
Efforts in Colombia 

CARTAGENA, COLOMBIA I In abrief, 
tightly controlled visit to this sea- 
port city. President Bush praised 
Colombia’s battle against drugs 
and Marxist guerrillas Monday and 
pledged to keep U.S. aid flowing so 
“this courageous nation can win its 
war against narcoterrorists.” 

Bush’s pledge, made alongside 
Colombian President Alvaro Uribe, 
reaffirms U.S. commitments to a 
$3.3 billion, five-year military aid 
program known as Plan Colombia. 
Bush said the plan, launched in 
August 2000, enjoys widespread 
support in Congress and that he 
would work to keep it funded. He 
did not mention a specific figure. 

Bush left Cartagena for his Texas 
ranch, where he plans to spend the 
Thanksgiving holiday, (ap)

WASHINGTON | Help could be on 
the way for those who get trapped 
in the gridlock that often envelops 
downtown D.C.

WASHINGTON | Federal investiga- 
tors looking into the crash of two 
Metro trains told the transit agency 
Monday to change its instructions 
for how subway drivers should han- 
dle a train rolling backward. 

“Immediately revise the direc- 
tions to train operators contained 
in your memorandums ofNovember 
7 and 9 , 2004, to include specific 
written instructions for identifying 
and responding to an emergency 
rollback situation, and provide 
training to operators on the pro- 
cedures to follow if such a rollback 
event occurs,” reads a letter sent by 
the chairwoman of the National 
Transportation Safety Board to 
Metro CEO Richard White. 

Twenty people were hurt on 
Nov. 3 when an out- of- control train 


with just the driver aboard rolled 
backward and slammed into a pas- 
senger train at Woodley Park. 

Metro sent memos to drivers 
just days after the crash. But NTSB 
Chairwoman EUenEngleman Conners 
believes the instructions in those notes 
may be “too broad to prepare train 
operators to respond appropriately 
to this type of emergency.” 

According to the NTSB, Metro 
trains operated in automatic mode 
have a rollback protection feature 
that automatically applies the brakes. 
But only 70 upgraded cars in Metro’s 
fleet have that feature in manual 
mode, and investigators said once 
the rollback speed is beyond 2 mph, 
applying power will not correct the 
situation. The out- of- control train 
was going more than 30 mph. 

Metro said Monday that it would 
not only send another note to driv- 
ers, but would also have supervisors 
hold face-to-face conversations with

Network Dealing 
In Asylum Claims 
Exposed in N. Va. 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | A fraud ring oper- 
ating in Northern Virginia helped 
more than 1,000 Indonesian immi- 
grants file bogus asylum applica- 
tions in recent years, federal pros- 
ecutors said Monday. 

Sixteen people were arrested 
Monday and 10 more are facing fed- 
eral charges in what police and pros- 


ecutors said was a criminal enter- 
prise extending coast to coast and 
centered in Northern Virginia. 

The defendants all worked for 
companies that charged immigrants 
$2,000 or more to help them with 
fraudulent asylum claims or to 
improperly obtain labor certifica- 
tions or identification documents 
like Virginia driver’s licenses. 

Applicants were coached to say 
that they had been beaten or raped 
by Muslims in Indonesia because 
they were either ethnic Chinese or 
because they were Christians, (ap)

Trump’s Casino Empire 
Fiies for Bankruptcy 

Celebrity developer ealls it just a technical thing’ 


NEWARK, N.J. I Patrons of Donald 
J. Trump’s gambling halls probably 
won’t notice, but his casino empire is 
now in bankruptcy after months of 
negotiations with bondholders over 
a crushing $1.8 billion debt. 

Trump Hotels & Casino Resorts 
sought a Chapter 11 restructuring 
on Sunday after reaching agreement 
with most of its creditors on a new 
financial structure for the business. 

Trump’s stake would be slashed 
to 27 percent from 47 percent, even 
after he plows $72 million into the 


new operation. Other common 
shareholders would be mostly wiped 
out, and bondholders would control 
about two -thirds of the equity in 
the reorganized company under the 
proposed restructuring plan, which 
is subject to court approval. 

Trump, who will stay on as 
chairman and CEO of the casino 
company, denied Monday that the 
bankruptcy was a setback. “It was 
just something that worked better 
than other alternatives,” he said. “It’s 
really just a technical thing.” (ap)

Program helps people hooked on caffeine 


A D D I C T 1 0 N I Mark Nicholson consid- 
ers himself a recovered drug addict 
of sorts. His addiction? Caffeine. 

The 51-year- old Idlewylde, Md., 
man spent years stashing sodas in 
his car and locker at work, even 
by his bed. It was the last thing 
he drank at night, the first when 
he awoke. 

If he didn’t get his fix, he’d “get 
this humongous headache and feel 
like I was going to throw up.” 

Caffeine withdrawal isn’t a 
joke — and it doesn’t take much 
to get hooked on the drug. “It’s 
real and biological,” said Roland 
Griffiths, a researcher at Johns 
Hopkins School of Medicine. 

Caffeine is the most popular 
drug in the world, consumed by 
80 percent of Americans. 

Caffeine acts quickly. “After 
you finish your cup of coffee or tea, 
caffeine will be present in virtual- 
ly every cell of your body,” Bennett 



Weinberg and Bonnie Bealer note 
in “The World of Caffeine.” 

People begin to feel caffeine’s 
effects after as little as 10 mil- 
ligrams, or “just a sip of coffee,” 
Griffiths said. The drug disappears 
quickly, within 12 to 24 hours, which 
is why, he said, coffee is so often a 
morning ritual: “People are actually 
waking up in withdrawal.” 

In 2001, Griffiths launched a 
caffeine dependence treatment 
program that cuts consumption 
gradually to avoid withdrawal 
symptoms. Participants keep a 
diary of caffeine use and have 
therapy sessions. Saliva tests 
help determine if they’re stick- 
ing to the program. 

Nicholson kicked the habit 
with help from the program 
and said he’s been clean for 
two years, michael stroh (the

Demand for vintage 
watches has makers 
stealing from the past 

A watch’s primary function is to 
keep time, but style, system and 
statement are hardly secondary 
factors. 

That was a lesson collectors 
learned with quartz watches. 

Timekeeping techniques barely 
budged until the 1970s, when quartz 
watches replaced the tension- con- 
trolled springs found in mechani- 
cal watches with a crystal in an 
electric field. 

The demand for mechanical 
watches waned and production of 
those watches slowed. 

But what happens when people 
stop making something? 

“Everyone wants one,” said 
Edward Faber, co-owner of New 
York’s Aaron Faber Gallery. “They 
want one for the nostalgia of a 
mechanical watch.” 

That made such watches “col- 


lectible,” often a code word for 
“valuable.” 

“If you have a Daytona Rolex or 
Patek Philippe moon-phase — if you 
have the means to acquire these — 
when you walk into a board meet- 
ing in Los Angeles, London, 

Paris or Italy, it gives you 
cache,” Faber said. 

The market for 
high-end mechan- 
ical watches has 
skyrocketed, 
with auction 
houses rec- 
ognizing the 
trend. The value 
is increasing 
so dramatically, 
according to Faber, 
that watches made in 
the 1950s and ’60s that cost 
hundreds of dollars then are 
now worth thousands. 

“The Rolex Explorer — a simple 
black military watch — sold for $300 
in the ’70s. Now you can spend [up 
to] $8,000. You could have bought 
a Patek Philippe moon-phase full- 
price for $2,000 in the early ’80s, 
now you cannot find them for less 
than $100,000,” Faber said.

A Cartier Tortue Minute 
Repeater, a minute-repeating 
wristwatch from the 1920s, was 
auctioned earlier this year for 
$640,500. 

A watch is an acceptable, notice- 
able sign of wealth for a man. “A big 
gold bracelet or pinky ring — a man 
can’t really wear,” Faber said. 

When the pendulum swung back 
toward mechanical watches, watch 
companies increased production. 
However, the skilled craftspeople 
were gone, Faber explained, so com- 
panies looked to computers. 

The result are well-made con- 
temporary watches that cost a lot, 
but don’t command the interest or 
price of vintage watches, he said. 
“When you take that soul out of it. 


you lose it.” 

Modernity and abrand’s heritage 
and integrity are equally important, 
said Stanislas de Quercize, presi- 
dent and CEO of Cartier North 
America. 

Cartier’s updated version of its 
first wristwatch, the Santos, has a 
classic square face and screws that 
stand out. 

“The spirit is the same. The 
square watch is a provocative 
design because most watches are 
round, and it has the screws that are 
a tribute to industrialization but a 
much larger size and sturdier,” de 
Quercize explained. “We want to 
keep the myth alive by reinterpret- 
ing the classical shape and classical
